I N THE picturesque town of Mon¬ 
tevallo, which marks the approxi¬ 
mate geographical center of the 
state and Shelby County’s third larg¬ 
est center of population, is located 
Alabama College, the state college 
for women, an institution which fur- 
■ nishes, perhaps, the most thrilling, 
adventurous and unique chapter to 
-, be written into the history of Ala- 
f barna’s educational institutions. 

Although the name of the insti¬ 
tution has changed a number of 
’ times since it was established in 
1896 as the “Alabama Girls Indus- 
trial School,” the purpose for -which 
S-J i t was established, and the eurrl- 
cula through which its objectives are 
/ sought to be achieved, are basically

Probably no other college in the 
state is so well fitted by charter or 
experience to prepare young women 
for the practical professions of the 
present age as is Alabama College. 

In the beginning, the Institution, 
•although ranking with others of its 
time in liberal arts training, offered, 
If judged by present day standards, 
little more than a high school cur- 
2 ulum. Prom the beginning, how- 
er, a steady advancement in cur- 
fculum has been made, and today 
Alabama College is a standard in¬ 
stitution, with membership in the 
Alabama Association, the Southern 
Association and the American Asso- 
iiation of Colleges, and offers 
-■tandard degree courses. 

* * * 

W ITH the early and middle 
period of the history of 
Alabama College, a period 
narked by thorough foundation- 
luilding, a struggle for rightful 
ecognition, and for a proper evalua- 
ion in the scheme of education in 
Uabama of the type of education 
the institution represents, the names 
>f certain men and women are so 
ndelibly linked as to demand men- 
ion. 

Among these are Sol D. Bloch, who 
ntroduccd the bill, which established 
he institution: Capt. Henry Clay 

E eynolds, Its first president; Dr. 

•ancis Marion Peterson, the second 
president, a man loved and admired 
by all who knew him, and whose 
life and work deeply Impressed 
themselves upon the college, the 
community and the state; Dr. J. 
Alex Moore, of Jasper, a member of 
the first faculty, and who also acted 
'as president in the interim between 
the failure in health and consequent 
resignation of Dr. Peterson and the 
appointment of President T. W. 
Palmer, whose contribution to the 
educational life of Alabama was rec¬ 
ognized as outstanding, and under 
whose administration the institution 
advanced to the rank of a standard

strongly felt, Miss Julia Tutwiler 
kW-as among the first. It was due to 
Tier efforts, largely, that the step of 
establishing the school was taken. It 
was she who was elected Its first 
president, and It remains a matter 
of interesting speculation as to what 
might have been the history of the 
college had it been launched under 
the administrative hand of a woman. 
Miss Tutw iler was prevented bv other 
.uties, however, from serving as 
iresident of the Alabama Girls In¬ 
dustrial School. 

Other women whose work has been 
a structural part of the institution,

A LTHOUGH from the beginning 
there has been a constant 
gradual growth, extension and 
refinement of curricula, in keeping 
with the trend and needs of the 
times, not until 1923, with one ex¬ 
ception, did Alabama College grant 
degrees. The first degree granted by 
the college was that of B. S. In home 
< conomics, conferred on Miss John 
William Pridgen, of Enterprise, in 

In the first interpretation by the 
board of trustees and of the ad- 
ninistration of the aims of the Ala¬ 
bama Girls Industrial School, how- 
- t-, will be found the key which un- 
lo s the door t6 the present Ala¬ 
bama College, and a declaration 


of Dr. Thomae Waverly Palmer, will 
be completed. 

In addition, there is now under con¬ 
struction a supplementary dining 
room, designed to care for the pres 
ent student body and the prospective 
Immediate increased enrollment made 
possible by Increased dormitory facil¬ 
ities. This addition will mean an ex¬ 
penditure of $35,000. A new, adequate 


dairy plant is under construction, 
also, at the cost of $20,000. 

There has already been installed a 
new heating and lighting plant ade¬ 
quate to take care of present and 
contemplated expansion. A nation¬ 
ally known firm of landscape archi¬ 
tects has made a layout of proper¬ 
ties to care for a student body of 
3,000. Moreover, land property to the 
value of $50,000, has recently been 
acquired, looking toward that ulti¬ 
mate degree of enrollment expansion. 

There is now in prospect a new 
physical and health education build¬ 
ing, to be known as Bibb Graves 
Hall. Other buildings will be added 
as rapidly as funds can be provided. 
* * * 

S OME Idea of the extent to which 
Alabama College Is touching the 
life of the people of Alabama 
will be seen In a review of the spe¬ 
cial service which the institution ren¬ 
ders each year to various groups 
which meet upon its campus. 

In addition to the 2,229 students 
included in the regular and Summer 
School enrollment and extension 
classes last year, approximately 3,- 
000 persons received some instruc¬ 
tion or service on the campus during 
the year. Among the groups served 
were the Alabama Baptist Student 
Union, the North Alabama Epworth 
League Conference, the Inter-High 
School meet, the state clothing con¬ 
test, the state typing contest, the Ala¬ 
bama Writers’ Conclave, the Pres¬ 
byterian School of Missions, the 
Young Men’s Christian Association 
and the Fourth District Federation of 
Women’s Clubs. 

Another special field through which 
the college is vitally touching the or¬ 
ganized life of the women of the state 
is that of its program service. Al¬ 
ready 75 per cent of the women’s 
clubs of the state federation are us¬ 
ing this service, or have contracted 
for it for the coming year. 

At this writing, approximately 1,000 
young people of the state are on the 
campus, in annual Epworth League 
conference. The Alabama Writers’ 
Conclave will hold its annual session 
June 11-14. Scarcely a week of the 
Summer vacation period will go by 
without some state group in session 
on the campus of Alabama College, 
a service which President Carmichael 
believes to be paramount among 
thoso which state institutions should 
render to the people whose taxes sup¬ 
port them. 

Expansion and improvement of the 
town of Montevallo, as well as of 
Alabama College, have been going 
steadily forward during the past year 
or more. A water works system cov¬ 
ering the entire town has been In¬ 
stalled and is in operation. New busi¬ 
ness buildings and new residences are 
going up rapidly. Soon the entire 
street area of the town, practically, 
will be under pavement, both drive¬ 
ways and sidewalks. 

With Alabama College, the State 
College for Women, thus made more 
easily accessible to the people of the 
state; with a leader and a faculty 
imbued with an ideal of service, not 
only to the young women who come 
upon the campus as students, but 
also to the organized groups of the 
state who support it, the institution 
should move forward toward a larger 
and larger fulfillment of its purpose 
and of its ideal.

In the first annual catalog issued 
by the institution is incorporated the 
following paragraph: 

“This school enjoys the honor of 
being the first of its kind ever estab¬ 
lished in Alabama for girls. Our 
state has never entered upon a 
grander, nobler work than this. The 
school is intended . to train young 
women for certain lines of work, thus 
preparing them to cope with the 
world should they ever be thrown 
upon their own resources. The field 
of woman’s usefulness and labor is 
constantly being broadened, and it is 
well that she should be prepared to 
enter its work. The literary depart¬ 
ment is especially thorough and no 
pupil is permitted to enter advanced 
classes when she is deficient in the 
elementary branches. A great struc¬ 
ture cannot be built upon an im¬ 
perfect foundation. The state intends 
this institution to reach all classes 
of its people. Should the standard 
be made too difficult for the average 
girl, only those who have enjoyed the 
best advantages could enter. As the 
grade ox tne pumte schools through¬ 
out the state becomes higher, the 
standard will be correspondingly 
raised here.” 

From the day of its founding to 
the present day, that has been the 
guiding principle for those who have 
had to do with the administration of 
the institution. Thus it will be 
seen that Alabama College was de¬ 
signed to be the living, growing ful¬ 
fillment of the state's basic needs in 
the matter of cultural, professional 
and vocational education of its young 
women. How at present It func¬ 
tions toward that Ideal Is a matter 
of interest and concern to every tax¬ 
payer in the state, whether man or 
woman. Particularly is this a mat¬ 
ter of interest and concern to every 
woman in the state, since the -stu¬ 
dent body at Alabama College rep¬ 
resents, and from the first has repre¬ 
sented, a cross-section of the wom¬ 
anhood of Alabama. 

B v * v 

Y THE time of the opening of 
the 1922-23 session, the grade of 
the public schools in Alabama 
had advanced to a point which made 
possible a student body at. Alabama 
College 77.3 per cent of which was 
doing full college grade work. 
Shortly thereafter the high school 
department was entirely separated 
from the college department, and is 
today a part of the training lab¬ 
oratory of the college school of ed¬ 
ucation. 

Three degrees are now offered at 
Alabama College, bachelor of arts, 
bachelor of music, and bachelor of 
science. 

In the course leading to the A.B. 
degree, one may major in English, 
foreign languages, history or mathe¬ 
matics. In the B. S. degree course, 
one may choose as a major subject 
art, biology, chemistry, education 
home economics, physical and health 
e<jueatsj“ or sociology and social 
service, 'wn the course leadin gto the 
°M. degree the major study may 
piano, public school music, violin 
■ice. 


A SIDE from the cultural advan¬ 
tages afforded through the de¬ 
gree courses now offered at 
Alabama College, and the adequate 
preparation for teaching in the pub¬ 
lic and high schools of the state, any 
of the subjects comprising them, 
there are also certain definite techni¬ 
cal or professional advantages to be 
had. 

The courses in art, for instance, 
leading to the B.S. degree, are de¬ 
signed to give the student a general 
cultural knowledge through a study 
of the history of art and of art 
movements, and also with special 
reference to preparation for work as 
professional designers, illustrators, 
and interior decorators. 

The courses in biology and chem¬ 
istry, leading to the B. S. degree, 
are designed to give the student a 
general survey of those fields, to 
teach her to apply the general prin¬ 
ciples of these subjects to the prob¬ 
lems centering about the home, and 
to give also special basic training 
for work as hospital technicians, 
doctors’ and dentists’ assistants, state 
health laboratory workers, etc. 

* * * 

Home economics courses, leading to 
the B. S. degree,' are designed not 
only to enable the student to create a 
cultural atmosphere about the home, 
to acquaint her with the general art 
of home-making and home manage¬ 
ment, but also with special reference 
to preparation for work as general 
and hospital dietitians, cafeteria 
managers, or costume designers. 

Courses in physical and health edu¬ 
cation, leading to the B. S. degree, 
are designed to acquaint students 
with problems in the field of health 
and hygiene, also with special refer¬ 
ence to preparation for work as 
playground supervisors, Red Cross 
life savers, recreational supervisors, 
etc. 

Social Service Training 

The sociology and social service 
training course, leading to the B. S. 
degree, is designed to acquaint the 
student with the general field of so¬ 
ciology and social problems, and es¬ 
pecially for professional work in the 
field of social service, equipping 
them for positions, under the state 
child welfare department, as proba¬ 
tion officers, school attendance offi¬ 
cers and family welfare workers. 

* * * 

I T. W AS natural that during theu 
early years of the institution the 
emphasis should tend toward aj 
giving to the student, always with 
the idea in mind, of course, that het 
further development carried with it 
an obligation to society. It was in¬ 
evitable, also, that after a certain 
period of history had been reached 
and in keeping with the trends ir 
general social development, the em¬ 
phasis should shift toward a fitting 
of the student to give back to th< 
state, with her personal dcvelopmenl 
none the less an objective. Such ha; 
been the more recent and unique 
phase of development at Alabam; 
College, in keeping with the bash 
purpose outlined in her charter t( 
meet the challenge of the times. 

Not only in Alabama College a 
pioneer state institution in the fiel< 
of vocational training for women, bul 
also it is the pioneer institution ir 


the matter of translating that train¬ 
ing over into terms of community 
activity. 

It is safe to say that there is not 
a state institution to be found any¬ 
where that sustains a more cordial 
relation to the community in which it 
is located than does Alabama Col¬ 
lege. This is true not only of the 
relation of the institutions to the 
town of Montevallo, but also of its- 
relation to Shelby County. This cor¬ 
diality was definitely expressed re¬ 
cently when by a town vote bonds 
were floated to finance the high 
school division of the public school, 
with 95 per cent of the voting popu¬ 
lation participating, not a dissent¬ 
ing vote was cast. 

* * * 

A T THE present time there is a 
definite, organized method of 
cooperation between the county 
and the college, through the depart¬ 
ments of education and sociology. 
The beginnings, however, of this joint 
interest in the development of the 
county go back to the individual ef¬ 
forts of certain members of the fac¬ 
ulty. One of the earliest phases of 
the college and the community work¬ 
ing together was in the field of ag¬ 
riculture. S. L. Chestnut, at that 
time head of the science department 
in the institution, organized groups 
of farmers in the county to study 
ways of improving farm conditions. 
He held an institute for them and 
their wives on the college campus; 
he brought in state extension work¬ 
ers for lectures, canning demonstra¬ 
tions, etc. 

Later, through the cooperation of 
the Shelby County Red Cross, the 
college department of sociology, un¬ 
der the leadership of Miss Myrtle 
Brooks, and the department of phys¬ 
ical education, under the leadership 
of Miss Rebecca Funk, were able to 
put on a recreation program in eight 
schools of the country. In this way 
more than 1,000 children of the 
county were reached, and their lives 
brightened by games, stories and 
songs. 

In the fight for the 3-mill tax 
and in the effort of the state to re¬ 
move illiteracy, members of the col¬ 
lege faculty participated freely, 
working side by side with the county 
and state workers for what they con¬ 
sidered to be the best interests of 
Shelby County. 

Then later came the period when 
‘Ills spirit of cooperation was defi- 
tltely crystallized in the present or- 
anization through the departments 
f education and sociology. 

* * * 

^7* IVE years ago a plan was worked 
out by the college administra¬ 
tion and the County Board of 
iducation, whereby the rural super - 
isions of the county schools was done 
y a member of the college faculty, 
his was designed not only to pro- 
;de supervision of the schools, but 
Iso to provide field work for the 
Jllege students who are planning to 
-■come rural school supervisors. The 
ian has proved satisfactory, both 
om the point of view of the county 
•id of the college. 

Four years ago the County Board 
' Revenue and the County Board 
Education workeed out with Ala- 
*ma College a program of child 
elfare work in the county, under the 
ipervision of the head of the de¬ 


partment of sociology at the college, 
a phase of college-community coop¬ 
eration which has attracted nation¬ 
wide attention. The assistant super¬ 
intendent ofl this -work, a trained 
case worker, is a member of the col¬ 
lege faculty. She is accompanied on 
her field trips throughout the coun¬ 
ty by students at the college who 
are taking the course in social work, 
and who assist in the school attend¬ 
ance and probation problems. 
v v v 

T HE history of a successful insti¬ 
tution often reveals that as there 
was need for development or 
expansion in a particular direction, 
some person whose peculiar genius 
could point the way appeared at the 
moment needed. 

At about the time of approximat¬ 
ing the present high standard in cur¬ 
ricula expansion, a physical expan¬ 
sion also began to be realized, both 
in the student enrollment and in 
building equipment. 

This was prefaced by a movement 
launched by the board of trustees In 
April, 1924, and directed by O. C. Car¬ 
michael, then dean of the faculty and 
assistant to President Palmer, a 
movement known throughout the 
state as the "Montevallo $1,000,000 
Equipment Drive.” Within a year's 
time the sum of approximately $500,- 
000 was raised In cash and pledges. 

This “drive” resulted not only In a 
wider knowledge on -the part of the 
people of the state of the institution 
as it was at that time, and a wider 
knowledge of the future needs and 
possibilities of the college, but also 
in the "discovery" of a man who was 
destined to transform that knowledge 
into working power, to the end that 
Alabama College should go forward 
into a new era of physical expansion 
and cultural-vocational development. 

In February, 1926, Dean Carmichael, 
whose work as assistant to President 
Palmer had been outstanding, was, 
upon the death of Dr. Palmer, made 
the administrative head of the col¬ 
lege. With the present physical ex¬ 
pansion, and with whatever may be 
the history of Alabama College, par¬ 
ticularly as being related to and a 
part of a new educational develop¬ 
ment manifested in the state-sup¬ 
ported colleges for women, the name 
of President Oliver Cromwell Car¬ 
michael will inevitably be prominent¬ 
ly linked. An initial study of this 
new movement In the educational 
field has been undertaken by him, a 
research which promises a unique 
revelation concerning the potential 
possibilities of Alabama College as 
the State College for Women. 

It is not out of time or place, there¬ 
fore, In a sketch of the present and 
the future Alabama College, to review 
a few of the external facts concern¬ 
ing the state-supported colleges for 
women exclusively. There are eight 
of them, all located in the South—in 
North and South Carolina, Georgia, 
Alabama, Florida, Mississippi, Texas 
and Oklahoma. Attending these eight 
institutions today are approximately 
11,000 young women. The value of 
their combined equipment is more 
than $20,000,000. Their annual main¬ 
tenance income approaches the $3,- 
000,000 mark. 

A study of these colleges has re¬ 
vealed that all of them, except the 
Florida State College, have had sim¬ 


ilar histories—that of gradual growth 
in response to the needs of the time: 
in the states where they are located 
They have expanded their curricula 
until they have reached the full stat¬ 
ure of standard colleges. All of them 
now, except the Oklahoma institu¬ 
tion, are members of the Southern 
Association of Colleges. 

* * * 

A S FOR the place of Alabama 
College among these, eight in¬ 
stitutions, she has the smallest 
enrollment and equipment." As com¬ 
pared with the largest of them, in 
the Carolinas, with an equipment of 
$6,000,000 in North Carolina and an 
attendance of 1,900 in South Carolina, 
Alabama College has an attendance 
t>f 800 and an equipment of $1,500,000. 

Thus we may catch a glimpse of 
the true significance and meaning 
of the present curricula and building 
expansion for Alabama College. 

In keeping with the ideals of its 
founders, and with present trends in 
the development of education for 
women and of’ the advancement of 
their status in society, the admin¬ 
istration looks forward to the ex¬ 
pansion of Alabama College curricula 
and physical plant to the poir' 
caring adequately for the gr< 
professional and vocational ne< 
Alabama women. It should be 
possible by the people of the ..Ate' 
that every profession and vocation 
open to women which requires spe¬ 
cialized training on the college level 
should be provided for at Alabama 
College. That, President Carmichael 
has pointed out, is the present trend 
toward educational facilities for wom¬ 
en, manifested particularly in the 
South; and that, he believes, is the 
ideal toward which the state colleges 
for women should function. 

From that point of view, there is 
being awakened a new Interest in 
Alabama College, not only on the part 
of the educational authorities of Ala¬ 
bama, but also on the part of the 
people of the state. This Interest is 
at present manifesting itself in a 
building expansion unparalleled in 
any other period of the history of the 
institution. 

It seems also right and inevitable 
that there should be at the same 
time a corresponding curricula ex¬ 
pansion adequate to provide for the 
needs of women now living in a new 
age of opportunity—an age ushered 
in by a change in the social system 
which has made the home the cen¬ 
ter of consumption instead of the 
center of production; an age which 
demands a new emphasis on voca¬ 
tional and professional training for 
women, in the light of a new evalua¬ 
tion of their position in society. The 
level of the state colleges for women 
measures the level of the womanhood 
of the states in which they are lo¬ 
cated.

Prime Facilities For Educating Young Women At Alabama College 
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| Writer Gives Personal Touch 
On Spirit Of Famous 
State Institution

It seems hardly necessary for any 
one to write up Alabama College after 
the splendid article by Flora ” 
Surles which ap¬ 
peared recently in 
The Birmingham 
News-Age- 

Herald: and we 
do it to give a dif¬ 
ferent angle about 
some of its activ¬ 
ities and history, 
and a more per¬ 
sona! touch. 

The roots of 
Alabama College 
are found in the 
old M o n t e v a llo 
Male Institute, a 



private institution I? 
for the education i 
of young men, dr, t. w. barnett 
which was established in the Fall of 
1851 at Montevallo; the act of in¬ 
corporation being approved Feb. 10, 
1852, naming Kdmund King, George 
D. Shortridge, John S. Storrs, and 
Daniel E. Watrous, associates and 
their successors in office, a body 
corporate by the name and style of 
“The president and board of trustees 
of the Montevallo Male Institute." 

It is apt to pay a tribute to the 
faithful men and women who from 
that day to this have so unselfishly- 
given time and money while serving 
without pay or profit the Male Insti¬ 
tute founded before the War Between 
the States. We wish we had a list 
of them, it would be a roll of hon¬ 
or. Few people outside of those who 
come in close contact with boards of 
trustees of such institutions have any 
idea of how jealously they guard the 
interests of our state institutions. 

At the risk of being Invidious we 
will name a few of those who have 
served in more recent years and of 
some of those now serving. For years 
we have been attending the com¬ 
mencements at Alabama College, and 
somehow one without the late Sol D. 
£ Bloch, of Camden, seems almost like 
the play of Hamlet, with Hamlet left 
out of the cast. We will never cease 
o regret that we let pass the urgent 
invitations he extended us from time 
to time to run down and be his guest 
while writing up his home town. The 
'last time we enjoyed his company

Hive Of Industry 

It is hard to realize unless one has 
close contact just yvhat a hive of in¬ 
dustry a college is. Take for exam¬ 
ple, the faculty committees on ad¬ 
mission, alumnae, athletics, chapel 
programs, college exhibits, college 
publications, council of women, fire 
protection, instruction, lecture and 
recital programs, library schedule, 
scholarships, social, student govern¬ 
ment advisory board, student organi¬ 
zations, student publications, stu¬ 
dent welfare and Y. W. C. A. There 
are more than 100 names listed on 
these committees, some of them, 
hoyvever, serving on more than one. 

It not only takes administrators, 
trustees, executive committees, col¬ 
lege committees, faculty and heads 
of y'arious allied departments to run 
a modern college, but yvhen several 
thousand students foregather, it is 
obligatory that proper care be given 
to their health, and so Alabama Col¬ 
lege maintains a modern, well- 
equipped hospital, Peterson Hall, 
with a capacity of 36 beds. A full¬ 
time physician. Dr. Willena A. Peck, 
and tyvo nurses live in the hospital. 
Dr. Peck, so to speak, has the Chi¬ 
nese system, as she is proud of the 
fact that she keeps her girls well and 
there aren't as many patients as 
there yy'ould be in the hospital if she 
yvere trying to compile statistics 
showing hoyv many had been cared 
for in it each term. 

We are quite familiar yvith the hos¬ 
pital, for yvhen the home of Presi¬ 
dent Palmer yvas burned he and Mrs. 
Palmer occupied a suite of rooms 
in Peterson Hall, and yve yvere fre¬ 
quently' their guest. So rvhen at the 
Writers Conclave held in June, we 
yvere assigned to the “infirmary,” yve 
felt perfectly at home, in spite of the 
fact that it gave us a tyvinge to have 
it known publicly on such an occa¬ 
sion that yve yy'ere "infirm.” As 
y'ounger men were sent to keep us 
company, yve bore up under it. This 
in the way of a joke, for happy is 
the guest who gets a chance to make 
Peterson Hall his headquarters. 

Quarters For 1,000 

When about 1,000 students have to 
find sleeping and boarding accommo¬ 
dations, it takes roomy dormitories 
and much dining room space. The 
main dormitory is one of the largest 
yve have ever seen. It is a large im¬ 
posing brick building comprising 
three separated units. There is an 
elevator and the tyvo fire escapes are 
the joy' of the children of the toyvn 
and of all visiting children. It beats 
anything at East Lake Park for 
amusement of the venturesome lads 
and lassies, being a circular toyver 
down which one can shoot at a rapid 
speed. 

We yvere told that on a visit, dur¬ 
ing his term of office, Gov. Thomas 
E. Kilby, catching the spirit of his 
boyhood, went aloft and came whirl- 


false, the story will go on. We heard 
someone connected with the college 
say she was saving up her money so 
that she could erect a fire escape for 
the boys and girls of Montevallo so 
that they yvouldn’t need to come to 
the college for their “rides.” 

It yvas a fine thing for an old 
bachelor like Erskine Ramsay to yvant 
to make the living conditions of some 
120 girls more comfortable at Ala¬ 
bama College by erecting a dormitory 
to be named the Janet Erskine Ram¬ 
say Hall, in memory of his mother. 
It cost more than 3100,000. and has 
66 rooms yvith all the modern con¬ 
veniences. It yvas opened for the 1925- 
26 session. The newest dormitory yvas 
only recently opened. It is larger than 
Ramsay Hall, having 96 rooms and 
caring for nearly 200 girls. It is thor¬ 
oughly modern, being a fire-proof 
structure, yvell appointed in every 
yvay and equipped yvith Windsor pat¬ 
tern all-steel furniture. It is named 
the Weenona Hanson Hall, in honor 
of Mrs. Victor H. Hanson. Mr. Han¬ 
son, besides giving $2,000 in scholar¬ 
ships at Alabama College, also con¬ 
tributed a substantial sum towards 
its erection. 

Waverly Hall Being Built 

Reynolds Hall at present contains 
the auditorium, gymnasium, part of 
the academic class rooms, the supply 
store and college postoffice. As soon, 
hoyvever, as the handsome Thomas 
Waverly Hall, now under construc¬ 
tion, is completed. Other use yvill be 
made of Reynolds Hall, erected in 
1851. It yvill contain administrative 
offices, and an auditorium seating 1,- 
500 people, and there yvill be a full- 
size theater stage. 

There Is a dormitory of wood, just 
a one-story structure, on the campus, 
whose name we do not know, but to 
us it represents much, as it yvas 
built, so we understand, by citizens 
of Montevallo through the efforts of 
the Exchange Club as an emergency 
dormitory, after the World War. It 
yvill be razed, but yvhile it stands it 
shows the love of Montevallo for Ala¬ 
bama College. 

Nabors Hall, an historic building 
on the campus, erected in 1818, is 
temporarily used as a practice home 
for the department of home econo¬ 
mics. The Stools’ residence, located 
on the southeast corner of the cam¬ 
pus, yvas used as a home for teach¬ 
ers. but is noyv occupied by students. 

The old home for the president of 
the institution, at the time of its de¬ 
struction, yvas occupied by President 
Palmer, yvho had the misfortune to 
lose many valuable documents and 
books. It is located on a high spot 
to the rear of the college buildings. 
It is yvell adapted to entertaining and 
since its completion in 1925, has been 
the scene of many an enjoyable en¬ 
tertainments, the Palmers and the 
Carmichaels being noted for their 
hospitality. 

Bloch Hall yvas completed, 
equipped, and used for the first time 
during the session of 1915-16. Sol D. 
Bloch was author of the bill estab¬ 
lishing the college, and served as a 
trustee until his death in 1919.

Alabama College has every right to 
be proud of its library building, 
yvhich is truly a triumph of art and 
convenience. Its reading room is 90 
by 40 feet and yvell lighted. The 
stacks, children’s room, yvork room, 
offices and conference rooms make 
it a veritable library yvork shop. It 
has more than 13.000 volumes, yvell 
selected, along yvith many pamphlets 
and periodicals, classified by the 
Dewey decimal system. About $3,000 
a year is spent on books. Miss Fan¬ 
ny Taber is not only a capable li¬ 
brarian but a delightful hostess, and 
her teas and programs are always a 
joy to those yvho attend. 

Later yve yvill have more to say 
(another story) of the handsome high 
school training school building, the 
elementary school training building, 
etc. We expect to give Montevallo 
a write-up. 

The WAPI broadcasting station ex¬ 
pects to have a remote control sta¬ 
tion at Alabama College in the new 
auditorium building, thereby en¬ 
abling programs to be put on from 
the college campus. There is a sup¬ 
ply store, a gymnasium, tennis and 
basket ball courts, and an athletic 
field. The tew country club house 
is in a most picturesque setting on 
college property, about a mile from 
the main building. It is on the brow 
of a wooded slope overlooking the 
natural amphitheater where outdoor 
plays, are held in season. It contains 
a large living room with open fire¬ 
place, dining room, kitchen, shower 
baths, and 2,650 feet of screened 
porch. It yvas built by the college 
carpenter, W. N. Robinson. The com¬ 
pleted plan calls for an athletic field, 
yvith golf, tennis and swimming fa¬ 
cilities. The recreation room is on 
the second floor of the main building. 

Has Good Water Supply 

The college has an adequate water 
supply for drinking and sanitary 
purposes and fire prevention. The 
ivy-covered reservoir is one of the 
features of the campus. It can be 
seen from far and yvide, and was the 
delight of Dr. Palmer. Within the 
buildings chemical fire extinguishers 
are placed, yvith an ample supply of 
fire hose. Outside the building are 
nine fire plugs. There are tyvo hose 
carts, each containing 500 feet of 
hose. Tyvo fire drills are held each 
month. There are 14 exits in the 
main building, and the tyvo cylindri¬ 
cal “Kirker-Bender” fire escapes al¬ 
ready mentioned. 

Having called attention to admin¬ 
istration, buildings, health, etc., yve 
noyv wish to say that Montevallo is 
one of the oldest settled sections of 
the state and is nearly the exact 


the Association of Alabama Colleges, 
the Association of Colleges and Sec¬ 
ondary Schools of the Southern 
States, and the Association of Ameri¬ 
can Colleges. In other words its 
graduates can enter any university 
w'ithout examination. It is a stan¬ 
dard college, granting A. B., B. S., 
and Mus. B. degrees. 

Rich In Scholarships 

It is rich in scholarships. Begin¬ 
ning with The Birmingham News 
scholarships, yve come next to the 
Weenona Hanson musical scholar¬ 
ship, established by Mrs. Victor H. 
Hanson, through the Alabama Federa¬ 
tion of Music Clubs; Margaret .Isbell 
Hardie scholarship, United Daughters 
of Confederacy scholarships, Lizzie 
Crenshayv memorial scholarship, 
Stonewall Chapter scholarship, the 
Lindy Heflin Unit scholarship, the 
Music Federation scholarship, the 
Woodward Iron Company scholarship 
and the Alabama contest scholarship. 

Then there are the loans, like the 
alumnae scholarship, the Myrtle 
Brooke scholarship, the College Club 
scholarship, the Charles Rendell Cal¬ 
kins scholarship, the Chattahoochee 
Collegians Club scholarship, the Fed¬ 
eration of Women's Clubs scholar¬ 
ship (tyvo of them), the Hortense A. 
Battle loan scholarship, the New 
Castle Coal Company scholarship, the 
Opportunity scholarship fund (its 
purpose is not to offer charity but 
opportunity), the Alta Patterson Me¬ 
morial scholarship, and the School of 
Education scholarships (six teaching 
scholarships). Alabama College yvhile 
having these scholarships and loans 
is making appeal for still other 
loans and scholarships for worthy 
girls. Employment is also offered to 
about 40 pupils in dormitory and din¬ 
ing room service, and those, yvho have 
taken meals in the dormitory as well 
as those who have had their rooms 
cared for are loud in their praise of 
the service rendered by student 
workers. Some of the finest girls at 
Alabama College are among those 
yvho serve. 

Two Teaching Scholarships 

We yvill not go into the matter of 
college entrances or college stand¬ 
ards oi- the expense, but yvill simply 
say that ey'ery consideration is shown 
the students compatible with main¬ 
taining the requirements and 
preserving discipline. We pass over 
the many courses offered, and only 
mention that the training school for 
social workers is now functioning, 
and meets a long-felt yvant in our 
educational system. 

We did not mention that tyvo 
teaching scholarships are granted by 
the School of Education as we wished 
to point out it also conducts a Teach¬ 
er Placement Bureau yvhich places 
students or former students free of

The Castalian Club’s 
object is to enrich college friendships, 
and strengthen loyalty to the Alma 
Mater. The Dramatic Club covers a 
wide range and offers an outlet for 
those gifted in expression. The Glee 
Club is made up of those who are 
willing to use their voices to delight 
those yvho come to the college on 
special occasions. 

The Home Economics Club is one 
of the practical organizations to make 
hqmes brighter and better. The Kappa 
Sigma Phi Club is to dev'elop the 
social qualities of its members. It 
seeks to use worthily yvhat leisure may 
come betyveen studies. The Mathe¬ 
matics Club is the vehicle for those 
fond of mathematics. The Phi Delta 
Sigma Club takes its joy in discus

Parliament Opens 

The second event of importance 
w r as the opening of Parliament, where 
two or three interesting things oc¬ 
curred. For the first time in the his¬ 
tory of Parliament, a Socialist lord 
chancellor read a king’s speech com- [■ 
posed by a Socialist premier. And 
then when the debate on the address 
was opened, another tradition of 
j generations was broken, according to 
The Evening Standard. Both mover 
and seconder wore plain lounge suits. 

"Never before so far as can be re¬ 
called have these duties been per¬ 
formed except in court dress or some 
kind of uniform.” Thus a new and 
strange thing occurred. In America 
the dress of the members of Co- 
gress would hardly elicit much com¬ 
ment, but not so in England. Age- 
old tradition was broken; things are 
changing even in old England. The 
correspondent goes on to say that 
while Henry Snell and C. H. Wilson 
were two of the most plainly dressed 
men in the house, some of their col¬ 
leagues on the Labor side were much 
more ornamental. One of the Social¬ 
ists, Maj. Graham Pole, the corres¬ 
pondent goes on to say, “wore a 
smart grey top hat.” 

One of the first matters performed 
among the preliminaries was a notice 
.given by Arthur Greenwood, minister 
of health, that he would introduce a 
bill relating to widows and orphans 
pensions. Notice was also given by 
the attorney general concerning the 
amendment to the trades dispute act. 

House Crowded 

The house was crowded to the ut¬ 
most capacity. There was very little 
oppprtunity for visitors to get a 
place, so great is the interest of the 
English in their government. 

Among the high lights in the king's 
speech which will form the subject 
of debates in the weeks to follow 
were the following proposals. The 
evacuation of the Rhineland, recog¬ 
nition of Russia, reorganization of 
coal industry, including hours and 
ownership of minerals and a proposal 
to deal with unemployment by im¬ 
proving transport, stimulating export 
trades, overseas development, im- . 
proving agriculture and fishing, with 
new facilities for marketing and ex¬ 
tending overseas migration. 

Among the matters suggested for 
investigation were factories, slum 
problems, housing and legislation to 
increase eligibility of widows, or¬ 
phans and old age pensions, and in¬ 
quiries into iron, steel and cotton; 
drink reform and electoral reforms. 

Simplicity Keynote 

The keynote of the opening of 
Parliament was its simplicity. . As 
contrasted with the pageantry of for¬ 
mer occasions, it was a very quiet 
affair. There was no royal proces¬ 
sions for the reason that the king 
was no glittering state coach, no 
the fatigue of a long ceremony. There 
was no glittering tsate coach, no 
prancing horses, no soldiers, simply 
the arrival of the peers and peeresses,, 
members of government and of Par¬ 
liament. 

The newspapers made considerable 
mention of the fact that it was the 
most democratic opening of Parlia- 
ment within memory.

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RHODES SCHOLARS OF " 
WORLD HOLD REUNION 

First Event Of Kind Marked By Dedication 
Of Hall On Anniversary Of Founding

OXFORD, England. July 27—Rhodes House was formally opened 
July 5, the birthday of Cecil Rhodes, who founded the first great in¬ 
ternational system of scholarships. Several hundred Rhodes scholars 
from every quarter of the globe were assembled in the large reception 
room of the new structure for it was not only the occasion for dedica¬ 
tion of Rhodes House but it was the celehration ‘of the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of the founding of the scholarships and the first reunion 
in the history of the foundation.

"The success of Mr. Rhodes’ con¬ 
ception is just arriving before the 
world, and that that success was so 
soon achieved is owed partly to the 
Rhodes scholars themselves and 
partly to th'e unfailing cooperation 
and sympathy of this great univer¬ 
sity and of each individual college 
in it. 

"For some time the Rhodes trus¬ 
tees have been considering the ques¬ 
tion of the reestablishment of the 
German Rhodes scholarships,*’ he 
said. "It will be remembered that 
Mr. Rhodes added a codicil to his will 
in 1901, directing that five annual 
scholarships should be appropriated 
to Germany, to be awarded by the 
German emperor. 

“He gave as his reason for this 
that English had been made com¬ 
pulsory in German schools and said 
that his object was that an under¬ 
standing between the three strongest 
powers would render war impossible. 

“When the World War came it was 
decided that the purpose which Mr. 
Rhodes had in view in creating the 
scholarships had been frustrated, and 
in 1916 an act of Parliament was 
passed canceling the codicil under 
which the German scholarships had 
been created and appropriating a 
certain number of scholarships to 
the Dominions of the Empire. 

"Exactly 10 years have now passed 
since the signature was appended to 
the treaty of peace between the Ger¬ 
man Republic and the British 
Commonwealth. 

j "The trustees now believe that the 
removal of misunderstanding and the 
promotion of friendship between the 
German and the English-speaking 
peoples by educational means, is as 
important, and indeed more im¬ 
portant, than it was when Mr. Rhodes 
added the codicil to his will.

These letters were found some time 
ago in the Hoover War Library of 
Stanford University, a library pre¬ 
sented to his alma mater by Mr. 
Hoover. 

Their existence was brought to the 
attention of the president of the 
university. Dr. Ray Lyman Wilbur, 
now secretary of the interior in Pres¬ 
ident Hoover’s cabinet, and through 
him to the attention of Mr. Hoover. 

Through Dr. Wilbur these letters 
were recently presented to the Rhodes 
scholars of the United States for 
presentation in turn to Rhodes House 
at Oxford. 

Throughout the meeting repeated 
reference was made to the unique 
contribution of Mr. and Mrs: Wylie, 
now Sir Francis and Lady Wylie, and 
each reference was cheered roundly 
by the assembled guests. Indeed one 
of the happiest memories, cherished 
by each Rhodes scholar, of his days 
at Oxford, is the hospitality and 
friendly helpfulness of Mr. and Mrs. 
Wy r lie, the resident secretary of the 
Rhodes Trust. Mr. Aydelotte an¬ 
nounced that the scholars from the 
United States had raised a fund by 
which they proposed to have a por¬ 
trait of Lady Wylie painted and pre¬ 
sented to Sir Francis, having ob¬ 
tained Lady Wylie’s consent to have 
this done. "This” Mr. Aydelotte said 
“is but a small token of the affec¬ 
tion and esteem in which the schol¬ 
ars hold Mr. and Mrs. Wylie." 

At the conclusion of the speeches 
the honor guests retired to an adjoin¬ 
ing room and were joined there by 
the wives of the Rhodes scholars 
who were seated in the balcony dur¬ 
ing the banquet because of lack of 
space. There they met the prince of 
Wales and for an hour or more he 
talked informally with the scholars 
and their wives. He appeared some¬ 
what diffident in the presence of the 
large groups but was most cordial 
and friendly. 

There were several interesting fea¬ 
tures incident to the gathering of so 
many nationalities together. All were 
asked to wear decorations which in¬ 
cluded medals from the various 
countries for most of the Rhodes 
scholars saw service of some kind 
during the war. It was especially in¬ 
teresting to see the German Rhodes 
men wearing decorations inpluding 
the iron cross. Thus time has erased 
the memory of war days and the oc¬ 
casion drew together in one body 
erstwhile enemies on the most cor¬ 
dial basis of friendship. This was 
brought vividly to our attention 
when the prince of Wales said “I my¬ 
self had the pleasure this evening of 
shaking hands with an old Magdalen 
man who was a German Rhodes 
scholar and whom I have not seen 
since 1914.” 

Mr. Baldwin announced he had re¬ 
ceived a sheaf of cables from all over 
the world, extending congratulations 
on the occasion and that in seven 
places throughout the world' similar 
dinners were being held at an equiv¬ 
alent hour in honor of the opening of 
Rhodes House. 

Prince Is Center 

Among those who sent regrets at 
not being able to be present were 
Gen. Dawes, American ambassador 
to the Court of St. James and Lord 
Passfield, president of the Bqard of 
Trade. 

Another interesting incident con¬ 
nected with the presence 6f the 
prince of Wales was the interest of 
the people of Oxford in catching a 
glimpse of him. Long before he ar¬ 
rived at 7:30 there were crowds 
gathered in front of Rhodes House 
and when we came out of the build¬ 
ing either the same group or another 
crowd were waiting at the door. This 
despite the fact that it was raining 
and many had to tramp to suburban 
places, for the buses had already- 
ceased to run. At most they could 
catch only a fleeting glimpse of his 
highness, but even that seemed suf¬ 
ficient to them to warrant their 
waiting these long hours in most dis¬ 
agreeable cold and damp weather.

American Scholars Attend Opening 
Of Rhodes House, Oxford, England

OXFORD, ENGLAND, July 27.—The 
opening of Rhodes House recently at 
Oxford England was the occasion of 
bringing together from all parts of the 
world of Rhodes scholars and their 
families. Most of the states of the United 
States, the provinces of Canada, the 
kingdoms of Germany and the states 
of South Africa, Australia and New 
Zealand and some islands of the sea, 
were represented in the group. Two for¬ 
mer Alabama scholars were among the 
number, Harvie Branscomb, son of the 
Rev. L. C. Branscomb, and the writer. 

It was not only the occasion of the 
dedication of the Rhodes Scholar Alumni 
House but the celebration of the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of the founding of the 
scholarship system and the first reunion 
of Rhodes scholars. 

The toastmaster of the occasion was 
Stanley Baldwin, ex-Prime Minister of 
England, while the chief guest was the 
Prince of Wales. Seated with these 
around the speakers’ table were members 
of the board of trustees and representa¬ 
tives of the chief countries from which 
the scholars came. 

President Aydelotte of Swarthouse 
College and American secretary to the 
trust, represented America. 

Among the important announcements 
made at the dinner was the Statement 
of Mr. Baldwin that German Rhodes 
scholarships had been reestablished. 
These were discontinued by act of Parlia¬ 
ment in 1916 and this decision on the 
part of the trustees was greeted with 
prolonged applause and general approval.

Mr. Aydelotte speaking for America 
made an interesting statement that 
though Rhodes founded the first great 
international scholarship system there 
were now 15 such foundations and that 
there are now as many English students 
going to America each year on one or 
the other of these scholarships as there 
are American Rhodes scholars going to 
England. He also announced the estab¬ 
lishment of a scholarship fund on the 
part of the Association of American 
Rhodes Men whose purpose it is to pro¬ 
vide for exchanged professorships and 
scholarships for English students who 
desire to study in America. 

Vincent K. Butler, of California, on 1 
behalf of the American scholars, presen¬ 
ted to Rhodes House some letters of 
Cecil Rhodes which had been found in 
the Hoover War Library in Leland Stan¬ 
ford University. These are to be In the 
permanent possession of Rhodes House. 

More than one half the group as¬ 
sembled for this occasion were American 
Rhodes scholars, which indicates how 
Important a part Americans must play | 
in any realization of the wider vision j 
of Mr. Rhodes in the bringing about j 
of world peace. 

After the speeches were over the honor 
guests adjourned to an adjoining room 
and there Rhodes scholars were joined 
by their wives who occupied the gal¬ 
lery throughout the meeting on account 
of lack of space in the main hall. There 
they met the Prince of Wales who 
talked informally with the group for 
an hour or more. 

The occasion was one of considerable 
significance in the history of the Rhodes 
scholarships and one long to be remem¬ 
bered by those who were present.

50,000-Watt Power To Be 
j Asked For Local Station 
By Its Directors 

The first step toward making Radio 
Station WAPI in Birmingham 
50,000-watt station was taken by the 
board of directors at a meeting Sat 
urday when application to the Fed 
eral Radio Commission asking for 
construction permit for station of this 
power was signed. The station now 
operates oh a. power of 5,000 watts. 

The application will request imme 
diate action. At present no station in 
the South has as much power as 
WAPI is requesting, but more than a 
dozen in other sections are either op¬ 
erating on this power or have permit 
I to do so. One or two other Southern 
stations are contemplating an in¬ 
crease to this power which is the 
maximum of equipment being manu- 
ifactured. 

Station WAPI is owned by the Ala¬ 
bama Polytechnic Institute, the Uni¬ 
versity of Alabama, and Alabama 
College at Montevallo. It is oper¬ 
ated by the owners in cooperation 
. with the city of Birmingham. The 
board is composed of Dr. Bradford 
Knapp, A. P, I., president; Dr. George 
H. Denny, University of Alabama, 
president, and Dr. O. C. Carmichael, 
Alabama College, president. Each 
signed the application. 

This increase is in line with aims 
of the board to make WAPI the 
outstanding radio broadcasting sta¬ 
tion in the South, With power of 
50,000 watts WAPI will have ade¬ 
quate strength to oover all of Ala¬ 
bama and most of the adjoining 
states during the day. 

In recommending to the board the 
increase in power, P. O. Davis, gen¬ 
eral manager, and Walter N. Camp¬ 
bell, manager, explained that ade¬ 
quate power is absolutely necessary 
for satisfactory reception. The 
topography of Alabama is such, it 
was explained, that more power is 
needed for state coverage than other 
states having natural conditions more 
favorable to radio broadcasting. 

Station WAPI is now nearing the 
end of its first year as a Birming¬ 
ham institution. The initial program 
was broadcast the last night of 1928. 

The original WAPI was installed at 
Auburn in 3922. It was a small sta¬ 
tion which was presented to the Ala¬ 
bama Polytechnic Institute by Victor 
H. Hanson during the "Greater Au¬ 
burn” drive. Later Station WSY in 
Birmingham was presented to Auburn 
by the Alabama Power Company. 

This station was dismantled and 
moved to Auburn, where it was 
used until replaced by the new 1,- 
000-watt station which was oper¬ 
ated at Auburn until it was decided 
to move WAPI to Birmingham and 
make it a superpower station, in 
cooperation with the city of Bir¬ 
mingham.

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Student And Faculty Relationships 3 ^ 
Discussed At Federation Session 


Head Of Southern Association 
Tells Of Visit To Meeting 
On The West Coast 


MONTKVALLO, Ala.. Jan. 18—The I 
problem ot (acuity-student relation- ' 
ships, and what part each, must play , 
in government on the campus, were 
among the most vital and represen¬ 
tative of those discussed at the an¬ 
nual student federation meeting held 
recently at Leland-Stanford Univer¬ 
sity, Miss Nathalie Molton, of Mobile, 
president of the Student Self-Gov¬ 
ernment Association at Alabama 
College, stated In an interview upon 
her return. 

The general opinion of the dele¬ 
gates who attended, she said, dele¬ 
gates representing every state in the 
union and every type of institution 
from the small college exclusively for 
boys or for girls, to the largest co¬ 
educational colleges and universities 
of the country—seemed to favor, as a 
solution, a cooperative system to be 
set up on each campus, under which 
the faculty would at all times be fully 
aware of and have a thorough under¬ 
standing of what students are think¬ 
ing and of how they are trying to 
translate their thinking into terms of i 
constructive activity and responsible I 
citizenship; but under which the, 
matter of regulations would be the 
responsibility of the student body. 
Under such a system, the faculty 
would be expected to assist with 
helpful suggestions, acting in a sym¬ 
pathetic, advisory capacity. 

Reason For Friction 

"In general,” Miss Molton stated. 

: “the matter of campus government 
I seems to hold two sources of frlc- 
P tion, that between members of the 
student government board and mem¬ 
bers of the student body at large, and 
that between students and faculty." 

No actual solution was offered for 
eliminating friction between students 
themselves, she said, hut it was gen¬ 
erally felt among representatives 
present that the creation of more op¬ 
portunities for social and other unof¬ 
ficial contracts between members of 
the student government board and 
the student body might serve to 
promote a spirit of true understand¬ 
ing. thereby lightening the problem. 

"I was impressed with what seemed 
to be two facts,” Miss Molton con¬ 
tinued, "the much larger part which 
rules and regulations, play in the 
lives of women students as compared 
with men students and the number 
of small colleges for women report¬ 
ing faculty-student friction." 

This problem, in almost every case, 
it was stated, seemed to center 
around a feeling on the part of stu¬ 
dents that the faculty wished to gain 
and keep the “upper hand,” and a 
general student resentment of what 
they construe to be that attitude on 
the part of the faculty. 

Term Misleading 

Offering a personal opinion, Miss 
Molton expressed the belief that the 
very term, “student self govern¬ 
ment,” may in itself present a bar¬ 
rier to a happy solution of this 
problem. She feels that if some 
substitution could bo made, that if 
the campus government organization 
i were given a name which carries 
with it a suggestion of cooperative 
and mutually dependent relations, a 
solution might be reached more 
quickly. 

“There seems to be little or no 
problem of student government in 
the larger colleges and universities,” 
Miss Molton added, “and the ten¬ 
dency there is more and more to¬ 
ward a shouldering by the students 
themselvgs of the responsibility for 
campus conduct. 

At Stanford University, for in¬ 
stance. where student government is 
absolute, there seemed to be no prob¬ 


lem. The authorities there claimed 
that if in the judgment of the stu¬ 
dent body one of their number de¬ 
serves to be “kicked out," they sim¬ 
ply do the job, and there’s an end 
to it. 

The problem of smoking in wom¬ 
en’s colleges, which Miss Molton ad¬ 
mitted she had expected would come 
up for a large share of controversial 
discussion, played a minor role in 
the conference. 

Solution Reached 

"It seems,” she stated, “that the 
solution of that problem has already 
been reached in practically all of 
the schools, except the smaller col¬ 
leges of the South, simply by making 
provision for it.” 

In practically all of large colleges 
and universities, even in many of 
those in the South, according to the 
discussion of delegates present at the 
conference, smoking on the part of 
women students is permitted and 
thought nothing of. In most of them, 
however, smoking in public assembly 
rooms is barred and usually special 
rooms are designated. 

“Another surprise which greeted 
me,” Miss Molton stated, "was to 
learn that, contrary to a generally ac¬ 
cepted theory, in many of the large 
coeducational colleges, women stu¬ 
dents do not seem to feel any hand¬ 
icap of being barred from an equal 
share in campus activities." 

The president of the girls' division 
at Stanford University, for instance, 
was quoted as having said: "There’s 
absolutely no difference here, except 
that girls wear dresses and the boys, 
wear trousers. Girls are made to feel 
just as much responsibility as are the 
boys for campus activities, and they 
participate just as freely in them, if 
they wish to do so.” 

Delegates Mature 

Speaking of her impressions of the 
delegates as a whole, Miss Molton ad¬ 
mitted another revelation, that of 
finding an "atmosphere” of "matur¬ 
ity,” an “air of ability to do things,” 
f /out the students representing West¬ 
ern sections which she said does not 
seem to characterize the Southern 
student. 

“I actually envied those Western 
and Eastern students their ability to 
get upon their feet and express them¬ 
selves clearly about current campus 
problems, and, In nearly every in¬ 
stance, to show that they had already 
thought out some sort of a solution,” 
she stated. 

She attributed this to the fact that 
Southern students have been more 
shielded, given less opportunity to be 
“put on their own” and for the neces¬ 
sity for the development eof the 
development of these qualities which 
just naturally comes in a large insti¬ 
tution. 

One of the most inspirational fea¬ 
tures of the conference, according to 
Miss Molton, was an address by 
George Creel, who served under Pres¬ 
ident Wilson as chairman of public 
information during the World War. 

Mr. Creel pointed out the respon¬ 
sibility resting upon the editors of 
student publications, made more im¬ 
portant because of the exchange 
with other colleges. 

Foolish Expressions 

Foolish opinions, expressed often¬ 
times by a student who is “peeved” 
about something at the moment of 
writing, or by one who tries merely 
to present a ridiculous phase of a sit¬ 
uation well understood locally, may 
find their way back to the campus, 
through the medium, of the college 
exchange list, bearing an entirely 
different interpretation, Mr. Creel 
warned the delegates. 

Summing up the constructive 
achievements of the National Student 
Federation of America, Miss Molton 
emphasized the work of “world fel¬ 
lowship" sponsored by the group.

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President Carmichael Makes 
Annual Report To Trustees 
Of Institution

MONTEVALLO, ALA., May 23.—(Spe¬ 
cial).—The 34th annual commencement 
of Alabama College was launched on Fri¬ 
day with the meeting of the Board of 
Trustees held in the afternoon. Gov. 
Graves presided. The trustees present 
were Gov. Graves, chairman; Dr. A. F. 
Harman, James B. Ellis, Fred Fite and L. 
Sevier of Birmingham; Mrs. Joseph Bre¬ 
vard Jones of Montgomery; Mrs. W. B. 
Peebles, Aliccville; W. D. Graves, Alexan¬ 
der City; J. E. Delony, Tuscumbia; Wil¬ 
liam H. Tayloe, Uniontown; Mrs. A. Y. 
Malone, Dothan. W. B. Oliver, who was 
delayed in Washington by congressional 
duties and Alto Lee of Gadsden, who is ill 
were absentees. 

Dr. Carmichael called attention to the 
large enrollment of 870 students, repre¬ 
senting an attendance from 66 of the 67 
counties of Alabama, the attendance be¬ 
ing kept to that figure by the physical 
limitations of the college. Dr. Carmichael 
announced, that since the last meeting of 
the board, a ne\y dining hall has been 
completed at a cost of $36,000 and that 
Palmer Hall costing $235,000 has been 
added to the college unit. In Palmer Hall 
is an auditorium with a seating capacity 
of 1,514, olficcs of the president, bursar, 
registrars, dean and secretaries. 

Budgeting report will be given at the 
October meeting. The total maintenance 
fund reported was $340,420.43, accruing 
from State appropriation, interest on land 
fund, tuition and vocational home eco¬ 
nomics. 

The hope was expressed at the meeting 
that work on the Bibb Graves Building 
which will house physical and health 
education will be resumed at an early 
date. It was recommended at the meeting 
of the board that next year parent educa¬ 
tion be included in the program of exten¬ 
sion work. Post graduate courses in home 
economics will be given this Summer. An¬ 
nouncement of nursery school work was 
made. Special developments in the fields 
of library and secretarial science, and in 
home study work were announced. The 
secretarial course has been extended to 
four years for degree. 

President and Mrs. Carmichael enter¬ 
tained at a reception Friday evening for 
the graduating class of 1930 which totals 
110 members. The reception took place 
in the college parlors and was a beautiful 
event. 

The big day of commencement takes 
place tomorrow when the 29th annual 
alumnae exercises will take place in Pal¬ 
mer Auditorium between 11 and 12. The 
program will be broadcast by WAPI. Mrs. 
Marion W. Spidle, president of the 
Alumnae Association will preside. Mrs. 
Percy V. Pennybacker of Texas, past 
president of the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs and president of Chau¬ 
tauqua Club of New York, will make the 
address. Miss Flora B. Surles, executive 
director of the State Alumnae Associa¬ 
tion, is in charge of the program. 

Several hundred alumnae will assemble 
this morning for the annual meeting. The 
third annual grand children’s party will 
be a paramount feature of the Alumnae 
Day, In charge of the children will be 
members of the faculty and the students 
of the department of elementary educa¬ 
tion.

Dr. Carmichael’s letter in full fol¬ 
lows: 

i "After two weeks of very careful 
(study of the 79 applications for The 
Birmingham News Scholarship to 
Alabama College, I wish to nominate 
Miss Dorothy Blackwell, of Birming¬ 
ham. for the 1930 award. Bor second 
and third choices 1 would nominate 
Miss Frances McPherson, Cullman, 
and Miss Margaret McElroy, Cuba. 

“Miss Blackwell lost both her 
father and mother in the influenza 
epidemic at the age of 4 years 
She has lived with ner grandmother 
at the Episcopal Orphanage in Mo¬ 
bile, with an aunt in Birmingham, 
and later spent three years at St. 
Mary’s, Sewanee, doing high school 
work. She has made an unusually 
strong recor: at St. Mary’s and a 
good record at the Ensley High 
School in Birmingham. She is styled 
a ’model student,’ ambitious, hard 
working, and with unusual capacity 

“Because of her absolute depend¬ 
ence on outside aid, having neither 
father nor mother, and because of 
her splendid attitude and ability as 
a student, and because of the possi¬ 
bilities of future leadership, the com¬ 
mittee has chosen Miss Blackwell out 
of the group of 79. 

Second Choice 

“The second choice—Miss Frances 
McPherson — was the highest in 
scholarship in a class of 62 at the 
Cullman High School. She made an 
outstanding record as a student under 
great handicaps. She had to go 22 
miles 5 school throughout her high 
school career. Her capacity, her 
worthiness, and her possibilities of 
leadership all combine to make it 
little short of a tragedy if she should 
be denied the opportunity of further 
training. She is wholly unable to go 
to college without outside aid. 

“The third choice—Miss Margaret 
McElroy — has also a very high 
scholarship record, and besides that 
is a most talented young woman. She 
was valedictorian of her class and 
class musician. She won a medal in 
piano in city contest at Meridian, 
Miss., the violin scholarship at the 
inter-high school meet at Montevallo 
in 1930. and the alumna scholarship 
medal at her school. Few students 
with more talent could be found in 
Alabama. It is impossible for her to 
go to college without help. Surely the 
money invested in a college education 
for such a talented and worthy young

Since its establishment on a col¬ 
lege level in 1923-24. it has grown 
from an enrollment of 20 major stu¬ 
dents in 1924 to 79 in 1930. 

Plans for expansion this year, as 
announced by President Carmichael, 
Include courses on the four-year scale 
for prospective teachers of coramer- 
I cial science in the high schools of the 
state. This training has been delegat¬ 
ed to Alabama College by the State 
Department of Education. 

There will be a continuation, also, 
of the two-ytVr courses designed to 
train for positions as private secre¬ 
taries and general office workers. 

Aside from the principles of short¬ 
hand. typing, accounting and general 
office practice offered in the two- 
year basic courses, however, the de¬ 
partment will offer this year courses 
in accounting and secretarial prac¬ 
tice of an advanced nature, with 
business law. industrial history, eco¬ 
nomics, commercial geography and 
statistics, leading to the B. S. de¬ 
gree. These courses are designed to 
train for advanced business posi¬ 
tions. as well as for teachers of com¬ 
mercial subjects.

Dr. Carmichael made a special 
study of anthropology while a Rhodes 
scholar at Oxford, then pursued, his 
studies by wide travel, specializing 
in social anthropology. Customs ob¬ 
served while traveling in India, Ara¬ 
bia, Egypt and other countries of 
Europe, Asia and Africa wil-l be used 
to illustrate fundamental questions 
discussed.

Keep Every Girl Out Of Doors 
Every Day, Is Slogan In 
School’s Program

MONTEVALLO, Ala., Nov. 22— 
The middle of November marked the 
foundation laid and work well 
started in a physical education pro¬ 
gram at Alabama College, planned 
"to keep every Eirl out of doors ev¬ 
ery day.” 

Means through which the plan will 
I be carried out are embraced in four 
big team activities: Field ball for 
freshmen, soccer for sophomores, 
field hockey for juniors and a review 
of soccer, plus point system activi¬ 
ties, for seniors. 

Outdoor equipment provided at the 
beginning of the 11)30-31 session in¬ 
cludes three basket ball courts, four 
tennis courts, two volley ball courts, 
a soccer field and a hoclcfey field. 
This also marks the beginning of the 
development of Mallory Field, which 
is to be the permanent athletic field 
adjacent to the proposed new physi¬ 
cal and health education building. 

While the slogan of the department 
is "every girl out of doors every¬ 
day, ” the year’s program makes pro¬ 
vision also for gymnasium activities 
in inclement weather. These will con¬ 
sist of folk dancing and miscel¬ 
laneous games Involved in the point 
ystem which has been adopted by 
the State Athletic Association. 

Provision lias been made, too, for 
restricted work for the girl whose 
heart may hot be up to par, who may¬ 
be recovering from illness or op¬ 
eration, or who may bo below nor¬ 
mal weight, etc. 

Exercises and games which put 


upon infirm units of the girl’s body 
only the quantity and quality of ex¬ 
ercise needed to strengthen and 
build up are included in the restrict¬ 
ed program. 

Corrective work, also, designed to 
overcome postural and other defects, 
is included in the general program. 

Restricted and corrective work is 
required of every student whose 
physical examination at the opening 
of the session indicated such need. 

First Phase Is Completed 

The first climax of the big, all- 
year-aroutid , outdoor program has 
been passed, a. volley ball tourna¬ 
ment in which the freshman class 
was victorious.

Eliminations in the basket ball 
tournament were begun Nov. 8, and 
are well under way. This will be 
followed by the hockey tournament. 

In all its work in organized sports, 
the department takes opportunity- to 
cooperate with state and national 
athletic organizations in introducing 
and establishing changes in proce¬ 
dure with a view to evolving a type of 
procedure best suited to sports for 
women. 

For instance, in compliance with a 
request from the national committee 
on women's basket ball rules, the de¬ 
partment this year introduced a try¬ 
out of the center throw, instead of 
the tip-off for a start of the game 
and after each goal. This rule at 
first was not popular with Alabama 
College players, but seems to be 
growing steadily in favor. 

Specialized Study Courses 

Aside from a general program of 
class and play- activities through 


which every Alabama College student 
is reached, and which embraces ath¬ 
letics and sports of practically every 
nature adapted to women students, 
the department offers more than 30 
courses of study- of a specialized na¬ 
ture, which lead to the degree of 
bachelor of science. 

These include beginning and ad¬ 
vanced study of personal health and 
general exercise; restricted and cor¬ 
rective activities; simple rhythms 
and folk dancing; ‘interpretive danc¬ 
ing; character, national and clog 
dancing; organization of games and 
stunts; physical diagnosis; gymnas¬ 
tics, athletics and coaching of ath¬ 
letics;) methods and materials for 
junior and senior high schools; first 
aid; organization and administra¬ 
tion of physical education. 

The department numbers 72 major 
students this year, of whom 34 are 
freshmen, 17 sophomores, 13 juniors 
and eight seniors. 

L’pon completion of their course of 
study and tthe award of the degree, 
these young women will go out into 
Alabama, and elsewhere, equipped to 
teach and direct physical education 
in the elementary and high schools, 
or to serve as playground instruc¬ 
tors, camp counselors, Red Cross life 
savers and examiners, and other 
duties related to physical education 
development.

; classified; American vice consul of 
career, and secretary in diplomatic

appointment as such was confirmed 
by the Senate in December. 

Mr. McConaughy will leave Mon¬ 
tevallo next Tuesday for Tampico, 
Mexico, to take up his duties in tne 
offices of tne American Consulate. 

With the exception of one ap¬ 
pointee from Virginia, Mr. McCon- 
aughy was the only Southern man 
appointed to the diplomatic service 
in 1930. He is among the youngest 
ever given such appointment. 

Honor Graduate 

This yoong man is an honor grad¬ 
uate of Montevallo elementary and 
high schools. He is credited with the 
highest scholastic record maintained 
in the Montevallo public schools. 

In the Spring of 1928, after two 
Summers’ work at Alabama College, 
he received a degree from Birming¬ 
ham-Southern College. 

It was while at Birmingham- 
Southern, and through his study of 
economics, political science 'and 
diplomatic history, that he became 
Interested in a diplomatic career. 

It was, however, upon hearing an 
address. In New Orleans, delivered 
by the consul general of Mexico, that 
his purpose to try for an appointment 
became fixed. 

With a view to further prepara¬ 
tion for such service, after taking 
his preliminary examination, young 
McConaugby matriculated at Duke 
University in the Fail of 1930, for 
work related to his chosen field.

Mr. Windham, who won the prize .
